Ail-Time  Leading  Scorer 


Senior  Guard  Michael  Newcombe  became  Fisher  College's 
all-time  leading  scorer  on  Friday,  January  5th  2007  with  a 
24-point  performance  in  a  loss  at  Houghton  College.  The 
Staten  Island  native  is  the  first  Falcon  to  surpass  the  1500 
career  mark  and  now  stands  at  1516  points.  He  has  scored 
in  double  digits  every  game  this  season,  putting  his  average 
at  24.86  points,  which  is  1st  in  the  Sunrise  Conference  and 
4th  in  NAIA  Division  II.  Newcombe  also  has  seven  double- 
doubles  and  a  one  triple-double  this  season  while  leading 
the  team  in  rebounds  (9.5  rpg),  steals  (31),  and  assists  (71).
